also susceptible of demonstration that the 
wages at tho time in tho Unltod States, when 
the cost of living is taken into account, can- 
not bo reduced without, iu many instances,

How far they are to esten'd and 
what financial disasters "will result from 
them has yet to be determined, but, so far 
as tho American laboror'9 interests are 
involved, it is easy to see that thoro is no 
safety toliim in a system of labor under 
which ho isliablo to bo thrown ont ot om- 
ploymout at any time. Nor doos that manu- 
facturer derivo auy bonofit from his. ability 
for a short period to make largo profits it ho 
has to be idle a good part of tho tlmo each 
year.

Tbo point of danger is called tlio fIushL)<; 
point, which is the degree of tompernturo at 
which it ia evaporated and explodes. The 
lowest safe, point is 100 dogrocsi 120 degrees 
Ls low enough for domestic use. To inako 
tho test, pour a small quantity o£ kerosono in 
a small saucer or tin vessel, aud float it in a 
basin of water heated to 100 degrees. Apply 
e. lighted match an inch or so above tho oil, 
and i£ it takes flro it is dangerous. Havo a 
thermometer In tho ivatcr aud note tho tem- 
perature as it falls aud thu lowest point of 
Hashing is easily ascertainocl, or the water 
may bo gradually lieated by adding boiling 
•water from SO degrees up, and tbo flashing 
point found.
